I, John C. Reed, declare as follows: 

1) I am the John C. Reed who is named as the inventor on the above-identified patent 
application. 

2) I understand that the claims stand rejected as allegedly anticipated by or obvious over 
Turner et al., Breast Cancer Res. Treatment 46:69, abstract 276 (1997), alone or in combination 
with Sano et al., U.S. Patent No. 5,665,539, Sauter et al, Br. J. Cancer 76:494-501 (1997), or 
Takayama et al., Cancer Res. 58:3116-3131 (1 998). 

3) I am a co-author of Turner et al. 

4) Turner et al. describes the patient survival difference for nuclear staining of BAG- 1 in 
benign breast epithelium (BBE). No patient survival data were cited for nuclear BAG-1 
expression in cancer cells. 
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5) The patient survival difference of cytosolic staining of BAG- 1 cited in Turner et al. 
for invasive cancer (IC) was not statistically significant (p = 0.06). Thus, the Turner et al. 
abstract failed to show a significant correlation of BAG- 1 expression in breast cancer cells with 
patient survival. 

6) In conclusion, I believe that Turner et al. does not show a significant correlation of 
BAG-1 expression in breast cancer cells with patient survival.
